SEVERAL  YEARS  AGO 

into  Camp  Miniwanca  came  Woodrow  Sing,  direct  from  China.  He  had  heard  of  the 
FOUNDER  Camps  in  his  home -land  and  as  he  told  us  afterward,  he  had  made  up  his 
mind  that  if  ever  he  should  get  to  America,  one  of  the  places  that  he  wanted 
to  visit  without  fail,  was  Camp  Miniwanca  or  Camp  Merrowvista.  His  wish  was 
fulfilled .  He  spent  nearly  a  week  at  Miniwanca  and  never  in  the  history  of 

the  camps,  has  there  been  a  more  searching  observer  than  Woodrow  Ging.  FOUNDER 

Ging  is  a  man  of  culture,  trained  in  three  or  four  different  colleges  and  uni¬ 
versities  of  his  own  land,  and  last  spring,  receiving  from  Yale  his  Ph.D. 
degree.  Ging  declares  that  the  FOUNDER  Camps  were  the  most  outstanding  piece 
of  work  for  young  people  that  had  come  to  his  attention  during  his  visit  to 
the  United  States.  Just  before  he  sailed  for  China  last  June,  he  wrote  a  let¬ 
ter  to  the  FOUNDER  office  thanking  us  again  for  the  days  that  he  had  spent  at 

Miniwanca  several  years  back  and  expressing  a  great  desire  to  start  a  FOUNDER 
Camp  in  China.  Yes,  the  influence  of  the  FOUNDER  Camps  is,  indeed,  world-wide, 
and  few,  if  any  of  us,  really  appreciate  the  extent  to  which  the  work  of  The 
American  Youth  Foundation  is  influencing  the  lives  of  young  people  throughout 
the  civilized  world.
